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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant asserts that the cited reference 
does not disclose a method to map a geolocation to a network information: performing at least one automated process to generate 
geolocation information for the network address, determining whether the at least one automated process generated satisfactory 
geolocation information for the network address, if the automated process did not generate satisfactory geolocation information for the 
network address, then forwarding of the network information for manual resolution. 

Examiner respectfully disagrees. Examiner respectfully point out that the Akatsu reference discloses the Applicant's claimed invention. 
Speficifically, Akatsu discloses a method to map a geolocation to a network information, the method including: performing at least one 
automated process to generate geolocation information for the network address ( using an address mapping table (1600 5g. 13) including 
a node attribute columns to identify a particular node by a user selected/programmed name stored in the node. Upon information received 
from the node, the node unique ID is added to the address mapping table for assigning a node-ID column for the node and scanning the 
node icon table for a matching node unquie ID; if the matching node/unique ID is found, retrieving the icon for the desired node (see 
Akatsu's fig. 1 1 , col. 10 line 32 to col. 1 1 line 62) and further using the positioning unit 21 76 fig.20 to collect geographic location of the 
device and reporting updated location information to the central server 2750 fig.20, see abstract, figs.8, 20, col.8 lines 32-60 and col. 15 
line 41 to col. 16 line 26). The process can be retreived automatically (see col. 16 lines 46-65). Akatsu further discloses determining 
whether the at least one automated process generated satisfactory geolocation information for the network address (using address 
mapping table and geographic location information, see col.8 line 61 to col.9 line 21 and col.16 lines 46-65), if the automated process did 
not generate satisfactory geolocation information for the network address, then forwarding of the network information for manual resolution 
[the process of collecting geographical location data can be either automatically or maually (through user prompt and response), see 
figs. 13-1 4, 21 , col.11 line 28 to col. 12 line 58 and col.16 line 46 to col. 17 line 44]. 
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
